MOSCOW. June 20. (Agencies): 
Soviet Politburo hardliner Yegor 
Ligachev denounced President Mik- 
hail Gorbachev today and suggested 
he should relinquish the Communist 
Party leadership. 

Ligachev, spiriting at a commun- 
ist conference marked by angry 
attacks oil' Gorbachev, accused Urn 
president of taking key economic and 
fo reign policy decisions without con- 
sulting urn party bodies. 

A splitm the party, which has ruled 

the So viei Union since 1 9 1 7, was now 
inevitable, he said. 

Tass news agency said Ligachev. 
“clearly Blinding to joint tenancy of 
the post of party general secretary 
and president of the USSR," 
declared: “One cannot bead the 
party, this leading force, without 
dedicating all one's tune to it...” 

The attack on 59-year-old Gorba- 
chev came 12 days before a crucial 
party congress which could decide 
the future of communism in the 
Soviet Union and Gorbachev’s 
political fate. 

Gorbachev, clearly angered by 
attacks against him at a communist 
forum, raised the possibility today 
that thp party could soon ha vea new 
leader. 

Gorbachev, trying to ward ofr a 
split in his party, appeared to be 
speaking hypothetically when he 
intervened at a meeting of Russian 
communists to complain about criti- 
cism ofhirn. But his comments reflec- 
ted frustration over the debate, just 
two weeks before a crucial party con- 


. “(think some comrades are treat- 
ing the general secretary and 
president very casually.” Gorbachev 
told the conference. “It's not a ques- 
tion of me (personally). Tomorrow 
or m K) or. 12 days, there could be 
another general ^secretary.” 

“Before making a judgement and 
still more making accusations you 
have got to know and understand . . . 
if there is such an altitude by those at 
the conference to those nominated at 
such a turning point in history, we 
can’t end up anywhere but in chaos,” 
besaid. 

A Soviet general said yesterday 
Gorbachev’s reforms had left the 
country open to attack and vowed 
the armed forces would never accept 
“ideological surrender.” 

Army General Albert Makashov, 
standing yards from Gorbachev at 
the conference of Russian commun- 
ists, also recalled an incident in 1953 
when the military intervened in 
politics. 

’’Germany is reuniting and will 
probably become a member of Nato, 
Japan is becoming a decisive force in 
the Far East. Only our learned 
peacocks are crowing that oo one is 
going -to attack us,” be said in a 
reference to Kremlin leaders which 
drew thunderous applause. 

“Comrades, the army and navy 
will be needed yet by the (Soviet) 
Union.” be added. 

Boris Yeltsin, head of the Soviet 
Union's biggest republic, may susp- 
end his membership of the Commun- 
ist Party to make himself a better 
leader. Pravda said today.

India appeals for truce 


COLOMBO, June 20, (Reuter): 
Twenty soldiers arc seriously ill 
after Tamil separatists used 
chemical weapons in attacks on 
Sri Lankan forces this week, the 
government said today. 

It said troops, mounting a 
counter-offensive, had driven 
fighters of the Liberation Tigers 
olTamil Eelam from the eastern 
BatticaJoa and Trincomalee dis- 
tricts and from Kalmunai in the 
Amparai district. 

The Tigers, fighting for two 
decades to set up an independent 
stale for minority Tamils in the 
northeast, retreated to the jun- 
gles as troops advanced, military 
sources said. 

In the northern Jaffna penin- 
sula. the Tiger stronghold. Tiger 
fighters mounted heavy attacks 
with mortar bombs and gun fire 
on three m Hilary bases, the sour- 
ces said. , 

Fighting in the past 10 days 
has killed more than 700 rebels 
and 130soldiere besides 215 cap- 
tured policemen reported to have 
been lined up and shot dead by 
the insurgents, according to 
unofficial estimates. 

The government said in a 
statement more than 500 
policemen, who were in 20 police 
stations overrun by the Tigers 


Pakistan-based chairman of the Jammu and Kashmir Liberation Front 
(JKLF). 

More than 600 people have been killed since mid-January when 
militants in the Kashmir valley stepped up a campaign for indepen- 
dence or union with Pakistan. 

Amanullah Khan, Pakistan- 
based chairman of the Jammu 
and Kashmir liberation group- 
ing (JKLF), said the coalition 
would step up an independence 
campaign in the two thirds of the 
Himalayan state ruled by India, 
but would not dash with the 
government in Pakistani Kash- 
mir. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
in Islamabad said yesterday that 
Pakistan backed long-standing 
UN resolutions calling for a 
plebiscite to allow Kashmir to 
decide whether to join Islamic 
Pakistan or mainly Hindu India. 

India has accepted a Pakistani 
proposal for talks to defuse fears 
of a fourth war between the two 
countries, fuelled by I ndian char- 
ges that Islamabad is arming and 
training militants. Pakistan den- 
ies the allegations. 

Official sources in Delhi said 
India had told Pakistan that any 
offidal recognition to the so- 
called provisional government 
would serioulsy jeopardise rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

Militants fighting for indepen- 
dence from India fought pitched 
gunbanles with Indian security 
forces in Srinagar today and wit- 
nesses said four paramilitary 
troopers were killed. 

There was no offidal confir- 
mation of the deaths. 

Militants exchanged gunfire 
with security forces in 14 dif- 
ferent parts of Srinagar, the wit- 
nesses said. 

The fighting brokeout an hour 
before a 10-hour break in curfew 
was to come to an end in the early 
afternoon. In the old quarters of

US breaks off dialogue 

Call for Arab sanctions 


HUNTSVILLE. Alabama. June 20. (Agencies): The United Stales has 
suspended its 18-month dialogue with the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation because of PLO leader Yasser Arafat's refusal to condemn a 
commando attack on Israel. President George Bush announced today. 

"Based on the recommendation of the Secretary of State. 1 have 
decided to suspend thedialogiie between the United Stales and the PLO 
pending a satisfactory response from the PLO of steps it is taking to 
resolve problems associated with the recent acts of terrorism." Bush 

said at a news conference during 
a one-day visit to Alabama ana 
North Carolina. 

Bush said the United Stales 
felt Palestinian participation was 
vital to a Middle East peace 
agreement but set conditions for 
resuming a US-PLO dialogue. 

Mainly, he said, the PLO must 
condemn a May 30 assault by 
one of its factions against Israeli 
beaches and also discipline the 
alleged leader of that raid, a 
radical PLO faction leader 
known as Abu Abbas. 

“We've given the PLO ample 
time to deal with this issue. To 
date the PLO has not given a 
credible accounting of this 
incident,” the President said. 

“Any lime the PLO is 
prepared to lake the necessary 
steps, we are prepared to promp- 
tly resume the dialouge." 

The PLO executive committee 
is expected to meet in Baghdad 
overnight lo discuss the latest 
developments affecting the 
Palestinian issue, a PLO spokes- 
man said today. 

The PLO spokesman termed 
the meeting routine but a Bagh- 
dad-based Arab diplomat said it 
would discuss the latest develop- 
ments of the Palestinian uprising 
and a US news report that 
Washington had decided to 
break off its 1 8-month-old 
dialogue with the PLO. 

The report said President 
George Bush had now decided to 
break the talks with the PLO 
because its leader Yasser Arafat 
had failed to condemn a recent 
guerrilla attack on Israel. 

Asked to comment on the 
report, the PLO spokesman said 
the organisation would wait for 
an official announcement by 
Bush.

Pickering leaves Kuwait

THE United Slates has appealed to the Arab states not to turn their 
back on the Middle East peace process despite its current critical phase 
and urged Israel to talk to Palestinians. 

US representative to the United Nations Thomas Pickering, who left 
Kuwait yesterday after a brief visit, told a news conference that Israel 
must be persuaded that now is the time to talk to Palestinians. 

He said the US was awaiting a final answer from Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzak Shamir following a letter from US President George 
Bush urging Shamir to respond positively to the US peace plan. 

But he also told the Arabs: “’ll 
is not the time for the Arabs lo 
turn their back on the peace 
process and walk away or to turn 
to violence." 

Before the expected announ- 
cement by Bush on US contacts 
with PLO. Pickering said the US 
continues to talk daily to the 
PLO through its ambassador in 
Tunis. “We never stopped talk- 
ing to them," he stressed.

Black fever, carried by flies, has 
killed more than 1 00 people and 
made thousands ill in northern 
Bangladesh, doctors said today. 

They said the disease had 
swept dozens of villages after 
people for environmental 
reasons stopped using DDT as a 
pesticide. . _ . 

Health Minister Azizur Rah- 
man told Parliament yesterday 
widespread use of DDT killed 
germ-carrying sand flies and 
made the country free of black 
fever in the early 1960s. 

“Use of DDT has since been 
discouraged due to environmen- 
tal reasons," hesaid. 

Doctors say blade fever enlar- 
ges a patient’s spleen, causes a 
blood deficiency and weight losss 
and turns the dun darker. 

■ Twelve thousand doctors 
were out on strike today 
throughout Bangladesh because 
of ‘defamatory’ remarks. _ 

The Bangladesh Medical 
Association said emergency 
services would remain open dur- 
ing the sight-hour stoppage, but 
threatened to shut them too 
unless doctors were treated 
properly. 

“This is to register our protest 
at frequent defamatory 
statements made about the coun- 
try's physicians who sometimes 
also face harassment," a BMA 
statement said.

On Monday, the Defence 
Department released figures 
showing that two soldiers i — and 
possibly three — of the 23 lulled 
during the Dec 20 military opera- 
tion had been killed in such a 
manner. As well, the department 
had originally said 19 of the 324 
soldiers wounded in action had 
been hit accidentally by then 
.comrades. 

Pentagon spokesman rete 
Williams told reporters that the 
department had refined the 
■figures after an overnight 

study of the death reports. The 
review was prompted by a News- 
week magazine report that nine 
US soldiers had been killed by 
their comrades and that more 
than 60 per cent of the casualties 
had been caused by friendly fire. 
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In his first comment on tne 
issue. Defence Secretary Dick 
Cheney lamented the deaths, 
saying such things wll occur in 
complex, night military opera- 
tions where high-tech weaponry 
is used.

“Yesterdays reportr or 19 
wounded in action included 
some accidental injuries that we 
have now determined were not 
caused by hostile fire," the spok- 
esman said, adding that since the 
cases were being looked at very 
closely, the numbers could 
change again. 

Williams added that another 
21 wounded during an intense 
night fire fight near the Com- 
mandancia, the headquarters oi 
Gen Manuel Noriega, "may be 
the result either of friendly fire 
from an AC- 1 30 gun ship or PDF 
mortar fire. It is impossible to 
distinguish whether they were 
wounded by friendly fire or by 
enemy fire.” 

The report in the June 25 New- 
sweek issue quoted unidentified 
military officials as the source of 
its information. 

Williams said confusion over 
the deaths could have arisen 
because Noriega's troops used 
US supplied bullets and 
weapons.

Pledge

LONDON. June 20. (UPI): A 
conference on saving die ozone 
layer opened today with pledges 
that the 75 nations attending 
during the next week will finalise 
a crucial strategy to end produc- 
tion of man-made chemicals 
eroding the natural shield that 
protects life on our planet. 

Coinciding with the start of the 
10-day meeting was the release of 
a new analysis by British scient- 
ists, who detected an even higher 
rate of ozone depletion because 
of emissions of batons and 
chlorofluorocarbons, mostly 
used in aerosols and refrigerants. 

Expected 

The stratospheric ozone 
review group assessed ozone loss 
above Antarctica in 1989 to be 
the game as in 1987, belying 
optimistic assessments after 
more ozone appeared in 1988. It 
found a long-term decline in win- 
ter ozone levels m the Northern 
Hemisphere, and potential for 
substantia] Arctic ozone loss. 

The conference is attended by 
the 59 signatory nations of the 
1988 Montreal protocol on 
ozone depletion and 16 non-sig- 
natory countries. It opened with 
pledges to achieve solid results 
during week-longworkinggroup 
talks, which will be followed by a 

three-day climactic gathering of 
environment ministers. 

Evidence 

“We are coming now to the 
most crucial part of the negotia- 
tions,” said chairman Mostafa 
Tolba, die executive director of 
the United Nations Environ- 
ment Programme. “What we 
want by next Tuesday is a com- 
pleted package of all the 
ambitious goals of the (Mon- 
treal) protocol." 

The conference is expected to 
result in a pledge to completely 
phase outCFCs by theyear 2000, 


initially envisaged at Montreal 
because of mounting evidence of 
ozone destruction. 

Halons and CFCs are the main 

ingredients gradually destroying 
the ozone layer, a natural belt of 
gas between 20 and 30 kms above 
the Earth which blocks out har- 
mful radiation. Scientists believe 
a 1 per cent reduction in ozone 
causes a 4 per cent increase in 
skin cancer. 

The ozone issue has been 
unique in inspiring broad con- 
sensus from usually opposed 
nations, and observers believe a 
successful solution of the 
problem could serve as a tem- 
plate for international co-opera- 
tion on the Urger problem of 
global warming. 

Ensure 

“No country, no region, no 
group will ever be capable of 
solving any of these problems, 
Tolba said.

( Reuter): France is culling lo five 
per cent the interest it charges on 
loans to the middle-income 
states of black Africa, President 
Francois Mitterrand announced 
today. - . . 

“France unilaterally is limit- 
ing to five per cent the interest 
rales on all public loans to the 
intermediate countries of sub- 
Saharan Africa,” Mitterrand 
told African leaders at a Franco- 
African summit 

It was not immediately clear 
what kind of loans the French 
leader was referring to or what 
interest rates currently apply. 

Middle-income states in 
Africa include Ivory Coast and 
Gabon, two countries hit by 
popular unrest because of aus- 
terity measures taken to compen- 
sate for low prices for com- 
modity exports such as oiL, cocoa 
and coffee. 

All African slates are being 
squeezed by the relatively low 
returns they gel for raw material 
exports and the high cost of 
credit on commercial markets. 

The subsequent distress 
caused to Africa, the poorest 
continent in the world, was 
expected to dominate the summit 
talks which groups former 
French colonies in Africa as well 
as some English-speaking coun- 
tries attending as guests. 

Mitterrand also announced 
that France would replace Loans 
to the poorest states with 
outright aid. 

The middle-income states of 
Ivory Coast, Gabon, Cameroon 
and Congo will be among the 
leading beneficiaries of the 
reduction in interest rates, 
regional experts said. 

French Co-operation Minis- 
try officials said the combined 
foreign debt of those four states 
was 110 billion French francs 
(SI 9.6 billion), of which 58 
billion francs ($10.3 billion) was 
owed to France. 

Only the governmeoi-to- 
eoveruraent portion of their total 
debts to France — ' which the 
officials said totalled some 40 
billion francs ($7.1 billion) is 
covered by Mitterrand’s move. 

France under Mitterrand’s 
presidency has been a leading 
light in the international com- 
munity to ease the debt problems 

of developing countries. 

In his opening speech at the 
summit in this Atlantic resort, 
Mitterrand said France was 
effectively reducing interest rates 
by haJf. 

Presidential advisers said that 
the average interest last year on 
French official credits to die mid- 
dle-income countries was 10 per 
cent 

Mitterrand said he would 
press the rest of the group of 
seven most industrialised 
nations — the United States, I 
Japan, West Germany, Britain, i 
Italy and Canada — to emulate 
his initiatives at their July 9-11 
summit in Houston, Texas. 

“I intend to ask my six part- 
ners at Houston to go further, to 
follow the decisions that France 
has just taken and also to extend 
the repayment timetable for the 
most indebted countries.” 

France announced in May 
1989 that it was writing off a big 
chunk of its official credits to 35 
of Africa’s poorest states in a 
move which it was said at the lime

The repeal of the Separate 
Amenities Act was the latest m a 
series of reforms by President 
F.W. de Klerk since he came to 
power last year. 

The act, passed in 1953, gave 
governments and privately owned 
enterprises the right to reserve 
facili ties for whites such as parks, 
hotels, swimming pools, toilets 
'and recreation centres- 

Tony Leon, an fc ti-apartbet^ 
member of parliament who voted 

to scrap the measure, said 37 years 

of segregated facilities had given 
the country a “disfigured h uma n 
landscape.” 

Jan Hoon of the pro-apartheid 
Conservative Party opposed 
repeal of the measure, saying it 
was another step toward black 
majority rule. 

In major cities soda as Johan- 
nesburg, Cape Town and Dmban, 
public facilities have been 
integrated for years. But in hun- 
dreds of smaller towns and villages 

there have been no public facilities 
for blacks or vastly inferior 
segregated ones. 

Tbe Separate Amenities Act 
does not affect neighb ourhoo ds

Bernard Pivot is retiring 


PARIS. June 20. (Renter): Complaining of 
literary indigestion, Bernard Pivot, host of tbe 
long-running television book show •'Apos- 
trophes”, is retiring, much to the dismay of 
readers across France. 

"Our cultural life is about to be 
amputated.” Bertrand Poirot-Deipech, a 
member of the elite Academic Francaise, 
wrote in the daily Le Monde. "Our weekly 
date with books is going.’* 

Pivot's decision to wind up the programme 
next Friday has distressed six million viewers 
and forced him to defend his decision. 

“I’m sick of reading, reading and reading." 
Pivot said. *T d Uke to go the cinema. I'd like 
to travel. Fifteen years of nothing but books is 


a long time.'* 

For many in France. Friday nights will 
never be the same. 

A bushy-browed journalist. Pivot, 55, had a 
flare for using simple words to sum up even 
the most difficult works. It made him an idol 4 
of bookworms and tbe epitome of the enlight- 
ened Frenchman. 

Swivelling and nudging his half-moon 
spectacles into place, he chaired debates bet- 
ween some of the world's greatest names in 
literature, linguistics and philosophy without 
a hint of intellectual snobbery. 

Book-lovers, writers and publishers the 
world over envied the popularity of the 
programme that drew viewers away from US 


soap operas and ensured the survival of that 
once favourite pastime — reading. 

“I tried to bring books to the people, to 
make them understand a bookshop was not a 
temple," Pivot said. **I think the show was a 
success because of my frank and everyday 
manner." 

Saying he was tired of reading 10 hours a 
day. Pivot denied he was an intellectual and 
said he would prefer to dwell on soccer, food 
and wine. 

Pivot devoted his one-hour show to 
interviews with novelists such as Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, Vladimir Nabokov, Mar- 
guerite Yourcenar and Georges Simenon.

ANKARA, Turkey, June 20, (AP): Arguments about water are 
complicatingrelations with Arabneighbours that Turkey spent a 
quarter-century building. 

A conflict over the waters of the Euphrates river has soured 
relations with Syria and Iraq. Reports that T urkey planned to sell 
water to Israel have angered the Arab world generally. 

Libya refuses to pay S250 million it owes Turkish construction 
companies, citing increased friendliness between Turkey and 
Israel, a diplomatic source said privately. 

Economists and scientists say rapidly growing populations in 
the Middle East could cause a disastrous water shortage. 

Turkey has plenty of water, much of it running unharnessed 
into the surrounding seas. 

It averted one dispute over the precious resource by backing 
off a proposed project with Medusa Inc. of Canada for moving 
water from the Manavgat River in southern Turkey to other 
countries, government and company officials said. 

Medusa has developed a technology for transporting water in 
huge, balloon-like plastic containers pulled by snips. 

Italy showed interest in using the method to transport water to 
the islands ofSidly and Sardinia, and Israel also was looking into 
it, the officials said. 

Turkish officials described the project, requiring an invest- 
ment of about $200 million, as a private venture with no political 
dimension. They said private firms would buy and ship toe water 
for other countries.

Scores killed in Iran jail riot: Anti-gover- 
nment rebels said on Wednesday that scores of 
prisoners were massacred by Iranian security forces 
during a riot at a jail in northeast Iran.

Tehran had. fabricated u report that nine inmates 
were killed during ujuiibreak from Masliad prison on 
Friday night. 

The Iranian news agency-. Iroa, aid on Tuesday 
night the prisoners were killed in a three -hour clash 
with warders after jailed drug traffickers started a fire 
in a bid to escape. 


Acri legal director Joshua

BAGHDAD, June 20. (Reuter): 
Clergymen from 70 Muslim 
countries declared today that 
Iraq’s "holy warrior.” President 
Saddam H ussrin. is obeying God 
and the holy Quran in building 
weapons of mass destruction. 

More than 700 Islamic nota- 
bles gathered in Baghdad for 
threedays this week to back Hus- 
sein in his propaganda war with 
the West over Iraq’s weapons 
developments, the most advan- 
ced in the Arab world. 

Their final declaration 
accused Israel, the United Slates 
and Britain of a vicious media 
campaign and called on Muslims 
around tbe world to make ready 
to defend Iraq against a likely 
Israeli attack. 

It urged Islamic dergy to stand 
beside “the raujahid (holy 
warrior) Saddam Hussein" in his 
effort "to acquire the deterrent 
force.” 

“This force must be employed 
to defend the nation and protect 
its countries, believers and holy 
shrines from criminal Zionists 
and those enemies of Islam who 
support them,” it said. 

Hussein spoke to the clergy- 
men on Monday, repeating his 
threat to mount an all-out attack 
against Israel if it struck at Iraq 
or any other Arab state. He den- 
ied his country would make the 
first strike. 

Iraq, armaments pace-setter 


of the Arab world since its 1980- 
88 war with Iran, boasts of its 
long-range missiles and advan- 
ced poison gas. It denies Western 
reports it is developing nuclear 
bombs to match those generally 
believe to be built by Israel.

Lebanon peace bids 

Hirawi dashes 
to Damascus 


BEIRUT. June 20, (Agencies): 
President Elias Hirawi tdday 
paid a surprise visit to Damascus 
and held talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad, 
official sources said. 

The sources gave no details of 
the talks. 

The Syrian-Lebanese summit, 
the third since Syrian-backed 
Hirawi was elected last Novem- 
ber, coincided with peace 
initiatives by France and the 
Vatican to end four months of 
inter-Christian battles and 
Lebanon’s 15 years of civil war. 

Meanwhile, rival Christian 
forces fought for a second day 
today m and around BeiruL 

Police said two people were 
killed and three wounded in 
overnight battles. A motorist 
was wounded later today in the 
3 10-square-mile (800-square- kil- 
ometre) Chrisiain enclave. 

That brought the number of 
casualties to 1.042 killed and 
2,784 wounded since fighting 
erupted Jan 30 between the 
Lebanese Forces militia, led by 
Samir Geagea, and army troops 
loyal to rebel Gen. Micbei Aoun. 
The Vatican mediated a ceasefire 
on May 17. 

The French envoy, Francois 
Scheer, held separate meetings 
with Maronite Catholic 
patriarch Nasrallah Sfetr, Aoun 
and Geagea. 

He refused to elaborate on the 
outcome of his talks, saying: 
“I'm meeting with Lebanese 
leaders. You'll know everything 
when I conclude my meetings. " 

A source dose to Sfeir, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said the cleric and the French 
envoy “agreed that the intra- 
Christian war should be brought 
to an end.” 

They agreed, the source 
added, that a settlement of the 
feudand the 1 5-year-old dvil war 
with the Muslims, should be 
based on recognising tbe Syrian 


backed government of President 
Elias Hirawi. 

Scheer had met yesterday in 
west Beirut with Hirawi and his 
Prime Minister, Salim Hoss, a. 
Sunni Muslim. 

Syria appears to have rejected 
a Vatican plan aimed at bringing 
peace to Lebanon, Syrian 
officials and diplomats said 
today. 

It came as French envoy Fran- 
cois Scheer visited Beirut and 
Damascus lobbying support for 
the Vatican plan to end 1 5 years 
of dvil war in Lebanon. 

The offidals said Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul-Hahm Khad- 
dam and Lebanon's parliamen- 
tary Speaker Hussein Hussdni 
dismissed any initiative which 
did not conform to the Taif 
accord during a meeting in 
Damascus last night. 

Diplomats said fresh hacking 
for the Taif agreement by Syria 
meant a rejection of the 
European plan because it would 
require revising and modifying 
the Arab-brokered accord. 

“Khaddam and Husseini dis- 
cussed ways of implementing the 
(Taif) national reconriliation 
charter and both agreed that the 
charter is the only possible solu- 
tion to the Lebanese crisis,” the 
offidals said. 

French embassy offidals said 
Scheer, director-general of the 
French Foreign Ministry, would 
return to Beirut after briefing 
Syrian leaders on the Vatican 
plan. It calls for Aoun and 
Geagea to recognise the Hirawi 
administration.

Egypt holds Lebanese sheep ship 

PORT SAID, Egypt, June 20, (AP): Authorities seized a Lebanese cattle carrier 
and were questioning the ship’s skipper about the mysterious appearance along 
Egypt's coastline of hundreds of sheep carcasses. 

About 250 carcasses floated close to shore last month in the harbour of this 
Mediterranean port 137 miles (220 km) northeast of Cairo. Others appeared 
about 30 mDes (50 km) away m the port of Damietta. 

Chief prosecutor Mohammed Hamza said today the captain of the Lebanon- 
registered A 1- Fares was being interrogated about the ship's apparent 
involvement in jettisoning the dead sheep near Egyptian waters. 

He refused to identify the seaman or give more information because the 
investigation is continuing. 

Other sources said the captain, who was not the skipper when the A 1-Fares’ 
crew allegedly dumped the carcasses, was released to his ship yesterday after a 
lew hours' detention. 

The ship itself remained in custody', and some ofits cargo of 13,850 live sheep 
were dying of starvation, the sources said. 


Islamists gaining influence in Jordan: Arab leaders worried 


AMMAN, June 20. (AP): Attacks by Sunni Muslim 
zealots on banks, breweries and night clubs 
underline tbe growing influence of Islamic fun- 
damentalists in one of the most secular Arab slates. 

In May, an Islamic court convicted journalist 
Ibrahim Abu Naab. 59* of apostasy, or abandoning 
Islam, and ruled that be be divorced from his wife 
and separated from his children. . 

Abdullah SbamayJeh* prosecutor-genera] of the 
Islamic court, urged the court to permit "the shed- 
ding of his blood. ” Anyone who kills an apostate is 
immune from prosecution under Islamic law. 

Jordan’s civil law does not .grant immunity, 
however; and the civil appeals court probably wifi 
overrule thelslamic tribunal's verdict. 

Tbe “crime” Abu Naab committed was attending 


a meeting in Britain of the breakaway Qudiani sect, 
which is outlawed in many Muslim states, and 
allegedly converting from the mainstream Sunni 

sect. . ... 

His case reflects the increasing strength of fun- 
damentalists, who became the largest legislative 
bloc after the November parliamentary elections, 
Jordan's first in 22 years. The Muslim Brotherhood 
won 22 of the 80 seals and Islamic independents got 
12 . ... 

They have pledged to work for strict application 
of Sharia, the Islamic religious law, but have said 
they will work within the constitution and nol 
chaJlengeXing Hussein. 

Arab leaders worry about increasing fundamen- 
talism among the world's 1 billion Muslims. Recent 


moves toward greater democracy in some Arab 
states are largely an outgrowth of that concern. 

Khalil Abdul rah man Khalifa, a 28-year-old 
engineer, said. ’’The Islamic tide is growing these 
days because the people have lost trust in Ibeir 
governments, which have not moved so far to solve 
the central Arab issue, the Palestinian problem. 

“We want liberation and we want to have an 
effective role in the world. We want the Arabs to be 
respected, not ignored. The Islamic parties attract us 
because they match our outlook.” 

Jordan's fundamentalists are not having it all 
their own way. A government ban on male hairdres- 
sers working in women's beauty salons, imposed in 
May because of Islamic pressure, was cancelled in 


two weeks after strong public protesL 

The fundamentalists sought to enforce a law that 
a woman cannot be touched by a man who is not her 
husband or a relative. 

Even though the fundamentalists ultimately lost, 
many Jordanians are disturbed about the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Mutter Badran bowing to 
the pressure in the first place. 

When the prohibition was imposed, tbe English- 
language Jordan Times declared. "It is clear that 
such a ban will lead to other decisions that will limit 
the freedom of the individual." 

It said the sole purpose was “to cater to the whims 
of some religious or conservative groups which do 
not represent the majority of the population.”

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 20, (AP): Palestinians in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip staged a general strike 
today, marking a month's pass- 
ing since the massacre of seven 
Arab labourers by a lone Israeli 
g unman outside Tel Aviv. 

“We will never forget the 
heroes of Black Sunday," said a 
slogan painted in green on a wall 
along the main street of Gaza 
city. It referred to the victims of 
tbe May 20atiack and was signed 
by the Muslim fundamentalist 
movement Hamas. 

The murders in the Tel Aviv 
suburb of Rishon Letzion set off 
a spate of riots in which Palestin- 
ians were killed, most in army 
gunfire. Two Israelis also were 
slain in Arab revenge attacks. 

In Gaza, only a few hundred 
Palestinian workers left their 
homes to go to jobs in Israel, 
according to Arab reports. The 
victims in the Rishon Letzion 
. killings were all Gaza labourers 
waiting for day jobs in Israel. 

In the West Bank city of 
Nablus, two Palestinian youths 
in the Wad Al Tufah quarter 
slopped cars that were on roads 
in defiance of strike orders and 
fined the drivers 20 shekels (S 1 0). 

Witnesses said the youths were 
handing out receipts for the fines 
on forms signed by the PLO- 
backed United National Leader- 
ship of tbe Uprising. Soldiers 
came in a commandeered Arab 
car and aiTested the two youths, 
the witnesses said. 

In most areas of Gaza, the 
West Bank and Arab East 
Jerusalem, traffic was sparse and 
virtually all shops were closed in 
response to the strike order, 
according to Arab reports. 

Tbe general strike was called 
by the uprising's underground 
leadership. A communique 
issued last week ordered the 1 .7 
million Palestinians in the 
territories toraise black flags and 
to turn offlights and sound whis- 
tles for 15 minutes starting at 9 
pm (1800 GMT). 

The communique was the 58th 
issued since the start of the Pales- 
tinian uprising in December 
1987. During the revolt, 717 
Palestinians have been killed by 
Israeli soldiers and civilians, ana 
45 Israelis have been killed by 
Palestinians. 

Yesterday, a court ordered 
Ami Popper, a 21 -year-old 
Israeli, held for another 10 days 
in jail on charges he murdered the 
seven Palestinians in Rishon Let- 
zion and wounded 10 others. A 
date will be set for trial once his 
lawyer reviews the evidence. 

A lone gunman ordered about 
50 Arab labourers to sit in rows, 
then opened fire on them with an 
assault rifle. 

Popper was arrested the day of 
the slayings and charged on 
Monday after a psychiatric panel 
found him fit to stand trial. 
Authorities had maintained after 
his arrest that he was "deranged" 
and upset by an unhappy love 
affair. 

An Israeli Arab accountant 
and part-time poet was placed 
under house arrest yesterday and 
faces trial on charges that in his 
poems a bout the Palestinian upr- 
ising he identifies with an uns- 
pecified terror organisation. 

Shaftk Habib, the first Israeli 
Arab author to be prosecuted for 
his writings, said he feared auth- 
orities were trying to set a 
precedent. 

"This is a very serious move 
against an Arab intellectual . This 
lit up a red light for all of us." said 
Habib, a father of six who li ves in 
the northern Israeli village of 
Deir Hanna and works for a bus 
company in nearby Nazareth. 


Tehran will 
help uprising, 
says Jihad 

AMMAN, June 20, (Reuter): 
The leader of a militant Muslim 
group based in Jordan said today 
Iran had promised to back a 30- 
raonth-old Palestinian uprising 
against Israeli rule. 

"The Iranians have expressed 
all readiness to support the upris- 
ing and the battle against the 
Jews," said Sheikh Assad 
Bayoud Al Tamimi, head of 
Islamic Jihad-Beit Al Maqdis, 
after a trip to Tehran. 

“I discussed with them the 
means of helping the uprising 
and I showed them the chan- 
nels," he told a news conference. 

An Israeli military source said 
in Tel Aviv yesterday Iran had 
become directly involved in the 
Palestinian uprising by giving 
money, arms and training to 
Islamic fundamentalists. 

Islamic Jihad-Beit Al Maqdis, 
founded by Tamimi in 1980, 
claimed responsibility for killing 
nine Israeli tourists and two 
Egyptians in a bus attack near 
Ismailiyah, Egypt, in February.

ABU DHABI, June 30, (AP): As Italian 
Foreign Ministry official said yesterday 
his country would push for a Middle East 
peace initiative by the European Econ- 
omic Community (EEC) when it takes 
over the chairmanship of the 12-nation 
alliance next month.

“The initiative I am talking about is 
practicing political pressure on Shamir's 
government for it to be peaceful and not 
aggressive, and that pressure shall be 


within the framework of the European 
Economic Community," Lenoci said.

Lenoci described Rome's stance on the 
Palestinian problem as “an advanced 
one.” 


Nahayan. He said he stressed to Sheikh 
Zayed the “importance” of an EEC role in 
arranging for peace negotiations among 
parties concerned in the Middle East con- 
flict. 


No solution 

He expressed concern about the 
deadlock m Middle East peace initiatives, 
especially the lack of progress in Egyptian 
and US efforts to arrange a direct dialogue 
between Israel and the Palestinians to set- 
tle the 42-year-old problem.

On the other hand, a number of 
interviews were conducted with officials at 
airline companies in Kuwait. Abdul Rah- 
man Yousif, general director of Egypt Air 
in Kuwait stated that previously prices of 
air tickets were calculated according to 
fixed exchange rates. He added that since 
the beginning of the 1970’s constant fluc- 
tuation in exchange rates led to an increase 
in prices. He added that they comply with 
all agreements made and with decisions 
reached by the Directorate General of 
Civil Aviation in each country. He added 
that the huge size of the air travel market in 
the west reflects on air services and their 


prices. 

The general manager of Syrian Airlines 
in Kuwait, Ayda Khishafani stated that 
Syrian Airlike all other companies comply 
with laws made by lata. She said that toe 
company offers discounts to families and 
journalists and their families. She added 
that a decision Was issued by Kuwait 
Travel Agents Union calling for the 
unification of ticket prices among travel 
offices and companies in general. She 
stressed that such a decision was made to 
improve customer service and to prevent, 
price modifications.

GCC remains net importer

MANAMA, June 20, (GNA): 
According to an economic study 
released in the Gulf, the service 
sector is expected to look up, 
particularly the growth rates 
recorded by the insurance, 
marine freight and aviation 
establishments in the GCC coun- 
tries in the near future. 

The study, issued by the Man- 
ama-based International Gulf 
Bank, said that the insurance and 
sea freight companies have in toe 
post Iraq-Iran war era capital- 
ised on toe oessation of war an d 
activated their operations which 
resulted in a rapid increase of 
their profitability percentages 
over the past few years. 

The study added that the air 
transport industry has received 
added support due to the general 
growth rate in passenger traffic 
at the international level and the 
efforts exerted to revitalise tour- 
ism in toe region. Additionally, 
the constant efforts of the coun- 
tries in the region to diversify 
their economic stakes, with 
dependence on oil revenues 
which actively contributed to the 
increase in national income 
pouring out from the service sec- 
tors »nd this led to a similar 
increase in the GDP in the 
region. 

The study pointed out that toe 
service sector in the GCC is lar- 
gely a net importer rather than a 
net exporter, in toe sense that the 
region still depends on foreign 
companies for its main service 
requirements. 

Tbe study said that thevalue of 
deficit of banks in the services in 
the GCC countries as recordedin 
1989 reached SI 5.8 billion. 
However, this figure dropped 
steadily since it reached its 2 enith 
in 1981 when the deficit value 
reached S44 billion. 

Growtfi 

On toe other extreme, the 
value of services exports, which 
include revenues of marine trans- 
port, aviation, insurance, bank- 
ing and touristic activities and 
others, recorded annual growth 


per cent during the period fr am 
1982 to 1985 before it took a 


negative turn in the ensuing 


years. 

The study reveals that despite 
the fact that the current situation 
in toe Gulf aviation companies 
seem to qualify lb utilise new 
chances, and consequently 
increase their revenues, they still 
face sharp competition on their 
international routes of opera- 
tion, and hence it is certain that 
the announcement of unified 
Europe will force toe aviation 
companies in toe region to foster 
inter-co-operation to be better 
able to face up to this competi- 
tion on the international air tran- 
sport markets. 

Owing to the inclination by the 
majority of aviation companies 
in the region to expand and 
modernise their air fleets, the 
study added, tbe aircraft man- 
ufacturers began to double the 
prices of new orders for aircraft 
submitted during J 989. 

Improvement 

The study also pointed out 
that, with the improvement of 
tire economic activities, the air 
transport industry is beginning 
to ilourish again. Forwarding 
rates have resumed their increase 
at the time when the carriers star- 
ted to utilise the surplus energy 
and also benefit from the drop in 
the insurance rates following toe 
discontinuation of the lraq4ran :

IT is perhaps a sign of the times that young people who rebel against 
predominant values in I heir societies should embrace humanitarian 
causes, and hardship* that go with them. 

Last November Steven Locke, 21. and Benjamin Dodd, 24 set out on 
their bkjcles from their native England to pedal across Europe, the 
Middle East and much of Asia to the Far East and on the way raise 
money for a school in Cambodia. 

Now in Kuwait, they say they "blame" Margaret Thatcher and Bob 
Geldof for what (bey are doing. Blame, of course, is a wrong word 
certainly in the case of GeMof who, if anything, was ana is an 
inspiration.. 

As for Thatcher, they do blame her for promoting a life-style that has 
big bucks and rapid dimb to the lop for&n aim and a rat race asa means 
to achieving it. _■ 

The two men say they are disillusioned with Thatcher’s politics and 
ruthless capitalism. Not (hat Steve and Benjamin lack ambition. Their 
trip is evidence enough of an extraordinary determination to succeed 
against all odds. Bui they question a society where, they say, people are 
increasingly reluctant to pul themselves out for others. 

Raising money for Cambodia, a confusing and even obscure cause, is 
noteasy. But that is why they have chosen iL Says Steve: "Cambodia isa 
problem that does not get the publicity and aid it deserves.”

Both 
warkedand saved for two years for the trip and will seek jobs when their 
reserves are exhausted, perhaps in Hong Kong or Japan. AQ the money 
they raise on the way, so far some £10,000 to £12,000 - roughly half the 
amount they are aiming for -will go through Oxfam towards a school in 
'Cambodia, an on-going project that needs additional funds. They are 
seeking donations in Kuwait and among the first to come forward was 
the Kuwait International Hold with KD100. 

Their journey, expected to last some 18 months, was an adventure 
almost from the start. As they reached Eastern. Europe late last year 
they entered what was the centre stage of wo rid events.

DGCA provides list 
of prohibited items 

THE public relations department of the Directorate General of 
Civi] Aviation has said in a press release that it is entirely 
prohibited for passengers to include in their baggage or to carry 
with them to the aircraft the following maierials:- 

1 . AH weapons whetherit is fired by the force of an explosion or 
compressed air and all kinds of ammunition. 

2. Bombs' and all kinds of explosive and fireworks or any 
chemical combinations which may result in explosions or fire as 
well as mercury and semblance explosives like maijoram and 
rahash. 

3. AH tear-gas and flammable gases which may constitute a 
hazard to aircraft whether these gases are in canisters or any 
container. 

It is prohibited for passengers to cany with them to the aircraft 

the following articles:- 

1. All articles with sharp edges like swords, knives, straight 
razors, scissors elongated more than three inches, ice picks and 
labour tods. 

2. All kinds of bllidgeons and walking sticks if it has a metal 
end. 

3. Poisons dr infectious substances. 

4. Dry ice. deodorizer spray, gas lighters refill and airfresbner 
cans. - 

5. Matches and lighters if the quantity exceeds personal us. 

6. Batteries of all kinds. 

7. All toys in the shape of weapons, bombs or grenades. 

Disallowed food Items 

(1) Milk products unsealed. 

(2) Sait fish unsealed which is eaten without cooking. 

(3) Sea shells having flesh and its biproducts. 

(4) All foods made at home abroad and ready to consume (like 

cake). ..

Speaking of the governor’s 
powers. Barges said that' the 
Amiri Decree No. 97/89 had 
stipulated that the governor 
should shoulder the respon- 
sibility of supervising the 
implementation of the slate's 
policy and follow up the develop- 
ment projects in the gover- 
norates. Additionally, he should 
oversee the security process and 
follow up resolutions adopted by 
the Governorate Council in 
addition to addressing com- 
plaints and petitions submitted 
by citizens. 

The decree empowers the 
governor with ministerial 
powers in connection with finan- 
cial and administrative affairs of 
the governorate. 

However, be added that we a re 
looking to expanding the powers 
of the governor in accordance 
with the directives of HH the 
Amir and HH the Crown Prince 
and Premier to minimise the cen- 
tralisation process and alleviate 
burdens of citizens.

Human rights issue 


United Nations 
adding muscle 

NEW YORK, (CSM): The United Nations, long considered weak on 
human rights issues, has been quietly adding muscle. In theprocess it is 
gaining respect from human rights activists. 

The change comes as democracy is spreading from Latin America to 
Eastern Europe and when Easi-West tensions within die UN have 
eas ed considerably, It is a time, too, when the UN is rapidly as s u min g 
the lead in tackling other global problems such as the environment and 
narcotics. 

The UN's broad membership, once seen as an impediment to action, 
is increasingly viewed as a plus, giving it unique leverage. “If we want to 
improve human rights, it is governments that are going to have to 
change their practices — they are accountable," says Isobelle Jacques, a 
representativeof Amnesty International. 

Critics say the UN still ignores more blatant human rights violators, 
such as China and Iraq, and that its rebukes are too timid. Yet Ms 
Jaques and other human rights activists say the UN has made 
procedural changes that have transformed it into a vital player and key 
ally. 

Standards 

Over the years the UN has set universal H uman rights standards and 
expanded the definition of violations to include cultural practices such 
as female circumcision. Nations that ratify UN human rights conven- 
tions must submit regular reports outlining how they comply. Recently 
the UN committee that oversees the Convention Against Torture 
turned back a report from China and asked for another by December. 

"The more difficult part for the LIN, now that the easier legislative 
side of things is winding up, will be to enforce the standards," jnotes 
Enayat Houshmand, chief of the international instruments section of 
the Geneva-based Centre for Human Rights. 

The UN also has new mechanisms in place to investigate human 
rights allegations. The UN Human Rights Commission assigns special 
rapporteurs or working groups to such countries as Afghanistan, 
Romania, and El Salvador and to such cross-border topics as religious 
intolerance and torture. This year the UN added the global sale of 
children and child pornography to that list. Experts such as judges and 
lawyers gather data /him many sources and make on-site visits where 
allowed. 

"In the early '70s it would have been unimaginable to send in 
investigative missions, ” says Elissavet Stamatopoulou, chief of the 
New York office of the UN Centre for Human Rights. "Now some 
countries don't just grudgingly accept our missions — they invite the 
UN in." The list includes Bulgaria, Turkey, South Korea, Chile, 
Afghanistan, and, most recently, (ran. 

(ran had argued for six years that the way it treated its people was its 
own business. Yet last January limn admitted the UN investigator, a 
Salvadoran lawyer, and will let him return later this year. 

Although the Iranian government’ s"6ppdsiB o n called the resultant 
report a “staged whitewash," Amnesty ’sMs Jaques notes that the UN. 
investigator managed a "foot in the door” -A- something her orgamsat 
tion has been unable to do. 

The UN also has an important new mechanism that allows for faster 
reactions to complaints of violations. Now UN representatives may 
phone or cable the offendingcountry for a response when a complaint is 
received. Last year the UN received 300,000 human rights complaints, 
a fivefold jump from the year before. 

"It’s a mediating exercise to make the governments really start 
talking about the problem," says Ms Stamatopoulou. ‘‘Condemning 
governments is not enough." 

She say s that "shame” is the UN’s chief weapon, and an effective one. 
"Countries that are violators know they mil get talked about It's 
extraordinary how hard many of them will lobby to make sure their 
names will not be mentioned.... The re is constant, constant pressure on 
them” 

Jeri Laber, executive director of Helsinki Watch, say s she has turned 
more frequently to the UN as its human rights machinery has grown 
stronger. She says naming names and applying public pressure works. 
“By singling out nations and showing the difference between their 
words and deeds, we are holding them up to the public scrutiny and 
exerting a kind of moral pressure." she says. 

Human rights activists say they remember being cut off or repriman- 
ded at the UN as recently as a decade ago for mentioning specific 
countries. '‘Today you cannot only mention the names of countries but 
cases, and you can have the UN do something about them,” notes' 
Felice Gaer, executive director of the Internationa) League for Human 
Rights, the oldest human rights organization in the US. 

Yet she and other human rights leaders point with concern to a 
recurring move within the UN led by the developing world which they 
say threatens to erode progress. “Some countries want to go back to the 
old days when everybody said they favoured human rights and no one 
mentioned a name," says Ms Gaer. 

The most significant proposal, championed by Cuba and already 
approved at last year's session of the General Assembly, would expand 
the membership of the UN Human Rights Commission to includemore 
Third-Work) countries. This is likely to make agreements on rights 
violations more difficult to come by. 

Developing countries also want to limit probes to regionally balan- 
ced groups made up of diplomats, rather than of individual legal 
experts. Such nations also want to channel cases through the commis- 
sion in a confidential procedure that could quash them.

Facts on occupied Palestine 


SIR: In this, the 42nd year of the establishment of 
the Zionist state in Palestine, we are witnessing 
the large-scale emigration there of Soviet Jews 
and into the Arab territories occupied in 1967. 

We take this occasion to address this historic 
letter to the Soviet Jews who have already arri ved 
in occupied Palestine and those intending to 
emigrate. It is hoped that this letter will strike a 
chord in their souls and will prompt some of 
them, at least, to reconsider their decision to 
participate in the colonization of Palestine. 

Dear Soviet Jew, 

You who contemplate leaving your home 
country, the Soviet Union, this progressive land 
— you who have decided for reasons of your own 
which have nothing to do with us, the Palestinian 
Arabs, to desert the ancestral land of your birth, 
and to surrender your Soviet citizenship — we 
wish to draw your attention to some facts concer- 
ning occupied Palestine, if you genuinely intend 
to settle there. These are facts which you may 
have overlooked, or which may have been distor- 
ted by Zionist propaganda. 

The principal facts we would like you to recog-' 

. nise as an emigrant and prospective settler are 
these:

First: You are leaving a noble country with a 
glorious past and severingyour links with a great 
nation in order to settle in a country founded on 
usurpation and on the deportation of another 
people? Even if your decision to leave the Soviet 
Union is free and irrevocable, would it not be 
better to make your choice without jeopardizing 
the life, security, and peaceful existence of 
another people. When you decide to emigrate to 
Israel (i.e. occupied Palestine), you will have 
declared your allegiance to a minor colonialist 
state with which your only links are religious 
ones. 

Second: Your arrival as a settler in Palestine, 
whether in the area known as the state of Israel or 
in the occupied territories (the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip) will simply mean, in the first case, 
that you are occupying the place of a Palestinian 
who has been exiled for 42 years, awaiting his 
right to return; in the second case, you will be 
expropriating the land and occupying the home 
of a Palestinian whom, intentionally or otherw- 
ise, you will be deporting from his own home and 
forcing Into a life of wretched exile. 

Third: The Zionist movement, which has 
glorified emigration in your eyes, is in fact turn- 
ing you from a respectable citizen into acolonial- 
ist usurper; it is transforming you from a man of 
'consdencfr and morality into a fn aawwtb oMfr*^- 
either;, because you will be forced tactile your.£' 
eyesrtd? the expropriation of tire lamd antf u 
property of the Palestinian Arabs,. 'the mhrderof '• 
women and children, and to the setting up of 
concentration camps for a whole people. In 
short, in bringing you to occupied Palestine, the 
Zionist movement will transform you from a 
man of moral principle to a criminal in both the 
moral and legal senses. You must realize that the 
international Zionist movement and the 
imperialist powers are deceiving you in order to

manipulate you as fuel for the fires of invasion, 
colonisation and exploitation of the people of 
Palestine as well as of the Arab nation as a whole. 


Fourth: If you consider your personal, family 
and cultural interests, you should realize tJ^t by 
emigrating to Palestine you will inevitably be the 
main loser, in the long term. From the economic 
point of view, you are coming to live in a country 
which survives on US aid and which is burdened 
by heavy foreign debts. From a social point of 
view, you are coming to live in a society where 
crime, violence and racial discrimination prevaiL 
From the point of view of security, you are 
coming to live in a militaristic state, which is in 
disharmony with its neighbours and which can 
only survive through force and the oppression of 
another people, who are the original owners of 
the land. Consequently, you should not expect 
that your dreams of prosperity, security, and 
social advancement will be realized.

Dear Soviet Jewish emigrant, 

^ We appeal to you to give close consideration to 
the above, and u? consider seriously the future of 
your children fofien you think of emigtttmg ten-' 
Israel. Do yoii fvant your own young child to 
become the murderer of the Palestinian child, the 
owner of the land who yearns for freedom, 
independence, and homeland?

‘Banking service in Kuwait not so bad’ 


SIR: I refer to Jadranka Porter’s article on bank- 
ing service in Kuwait on June 20 headlined 
“Apalling standards bemoaned." As a senior 
American banker leaving Kuwait after 6-1/2 
years, I have to disagree firmly with the con- 
clusions reached in the article based on the opin- 
ions of my American colleague. 

Banking service in Kuwait is not as good as it 
could be but at Commercial Bank ofKuwai t, and 

1 am sure at other Kuwaiti banks, management 
and staff are working to improve it. pan of the 
problem is because the general public Is uninfor- 
med as to what a bank can and cannot do. Banks 
must bear the interests of their shareholders in 
mind and must ensure that they do not lose 
money in providing unprofitable services to the 
public. However, in my experience the deposit 
and exchange rates provided to the banking 
public in Kuwait are much more competitive 
-than those offered in Europe or the USA. For 
small deposits i.e. less than the equivalent of 
5100,000 Kuwaiti banks' rates are at least 1/4 - 
1/2 per cent per annum better than banks in 
Europe offer. US banks probably do not even 
know how to quote for a small deposit, current or 
savings account hi any currency except dollars. 

On foreign exchange, a client in Europe or the 
US can expect to be quoted a rate which is at least 

2 per cent away from the market. In Kuwait the 
difference between buying and selling rates is less 
than 1/2 per cent I challenge my American 
colleague to match that spread in the US or 
Europe. 

On letters of credit and letters of guarantee, 
commissions charged are among the most com- 
petitive in the world. 

Getting back to service. Yes we would all like 
to improve it and “service with a smile" would be 
nice but it is not going to happen overnight. I 
wonder a Iso whether my American colleague has 
had any recent experience of personal banking in 
New York City. I wonder if she has tried to open 
an account or cash a cheque drawn on an out of 
State Bank or a draft on a foreign bank or tried 
any service which requires service by an 
individual rather than by a machine. If he has I 
am sure he will agree that relatively speaking 
banking service in Kuwait is not so bad.

SIR: I’m writing in regards to a recent article 
entitled “Official warns of deepening genera tion 
gap in Kuwait” 


Some of the information was accurate and 
well-meaning, such as the comments of Sheikh 
Abdulla A1 Sabah. Ghanira AI Saleh, and Ali 
Hassan,* but the comments by a woman 
Aisha Al Yahya are repugnant and must be 
addressed. 

The "official" Miss Al Yahya obviously has a 
problem when it comes to the subject of 
marriage, in general, and Islamic jurisprudence 
on the subject of marriage, in specific. 

Regarding her call to ban the marriages of 
Kuwaiti men to expatriate women, first of all, 
yes, Kuwaitis must be careful when marrying 
foreigners, to make sure that their outlook on life 
is the same, that the woman is either a Muslim, 
agrees to bring up the children as good Muslims, 
or that the man doesn't care how his children 
grow up, etc., at least they should agree on the 
subject, whatever the choice may be. To ban it 
altogether is not only unfair, and totally 
unlsiamic, but also would never work in practice. 

To know why such a law wouldn't work, we 
have to look at the reasons why Kuwaiti men 
many foreign women, especially those who have 
converted to Islam. Why is this so? The foreign 
women, in general, do not demand exorbitant 
fees in dowry and gold, they do not have the same 
reputation as the local girls of being selfish, 
greedy, disobedient wives that go running home 
to mama every time they do not get their way, 
(this is an unfortunate reputation for those girls 
who do not act in that way, there are some out 
there, because those who act that why have 
ruined it for the good ones) when foreigners 
embrace Islam they take Islam as it is, without 
twisting it, and leaving out what they don’t like. 
The foreigners often become some of the most 
committed M uslims anywhere. So it is clear that 
banning marriages to expatriate women will not 
solve the problem of "spinslcrhood" in Kuwait, 
first the Kuwaiti women are going to have to 
Change.

“But the whole scheme is stiU in a 
preliminary stage, and it would have to 
happen over a period of years,” he 


added. “Also, it would not only 
involve oiL The idea is to encourage 
Arab economic growth as well.” 

The economists pointed out that 
countries such as Iraq, which received 
large supplies of Soviet weapons dur- 
ing the 8-year-long Gulf war with Iran, 
were already exporting crude oil to 

Moscow. 


Iraq was also exporting to the Soviet 

Union tobacco products, car batteries 
and light industrial products. Egypt's 
exports to the Soviet Union include 
cosmetic, leather and textile products, 
furniture, citrus fruits, alcoholic 
products and footwear, and its 
imports include heavy industrial 
machinery. 


The Saudis have expressed interest 
in investing in the Soviet Union, 
provided Moscow' goes ahead and pos- 
ses legislation to allow for the privat- 
isation of thousands of Soviet public 
sector companies. Moscow plans to 
pass a new investment law later this 
year, and privatisation plans were 
expected to be implemented over a 
three year period. 


Kuwait backs Opec summit 

Oil demand back 
at all time peak 


KUWAIT, June 20. {AgencK&l: 
Kuwait jesierday hacked a proposal 

for convening a summit conference 

of the 13-member Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries to 
set a long-term policy for lbe orean- 
uatiofl amid rising world demand for 
IK oil. 

A government spokesman said 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah A1 
Ahmed has already relayed this stand 
to ambassadors of four Opec coun- 
tries — Venezuela. Algeria, Indon- 
esia and Nigeria. 

The Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
who cannot be named under govern- 
ment rules, said that the ambas- 
sadors conferred with Sheikh Sahah 
for “co-ordination concerning a visit 
by a delegation of Opec oil ministers 
in August to the organisation's mem- 
ber Males." ‘ 

. The visit, the spokesman added 
aimsat "making preparations for the 
Opcc summit." 

/ The top-level meeting was first 
proposed about two years ago by 
Venezuelan President Carlos Andres 
Perez. 

King Fahd ofSaudi Arabia, whose 
kingdom is (he world's largest oil 
exporter and ai leading member of 


Opec. recently said the time was ripe 
for the organisation to Ia> a loog- 
tem policy: Bui he neither supported 
nor rejected the call fora summit. 

At present, Opec is struggling to 
restore its benchmark priced SIKpcr 
barrel after violations of production 
quotas by some ofits members led to 
a surpiuson the oil market and forced 
prices to drop. 

But Opec officials and indepen- 
dent oil experts have said that the 
crisis is only temporary because 
demand Tor its crude was on the rise. 

Opec suites bold more than two- 
thirds of the world's proven oil 
reserves. 

World oil demand is back match- 
ing the peak itreachedm 1979 before 
high Opec prices caused it to slide, 
British Petroleum Co PLC (BP) said 
today. 

BP'S statistical review of world 
energy, the release of which is a major 
event in the energy calendar, said 
demand for oil last year was buck at 
nearly 65 million barrels per day. 

But the rebound in oil demand 
from a 1983 low of 58 million was 
slowing, the giant multinational 
company reported. 

Last year's rise of 1 .5 per cent was 


the smallest since 198b when oil 
prices crashed from 28 to below S10 
per barrel. 

A partial recovery in oil prices, less 
rapid global economic expansion 
and very warm weather were the 
leuding factors behind a weaker rise 
ui world-wide energy demand. BP 
said. 

Sieve Ahearne. BP*s chief financial 
officer who introduced the statistical 
review u> reporters, said that oil 
prices have weakened again this year 
with output by Opec (Organisation 
of the Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) once more exceeding demand. 

But BP secs a lighter market later> 
in the 1990s, he said. 

■'Prices will remain volatile. 
Energy markets remain dynamic and 
difficult to predict.” 

World natural gas output reached 
a new record in 1989, up by 3.2 per 
cent. Demand for gas rose by four per 
cent, making it the fastest -growing 
fuel. 

Ahcame said gas was increasingly 
favoured because it was regarded as 
less polluting than other fossil fuels. 
Gas now accounts for one fifth of 
world energy. 


Pakistan possesses significant energy deposits 


Domestic oil output surges 


KARACHI, June 20. (Opecna): Pakistan has 
been credited with possessing significant and 
commercially exploitable energy resources in 
the form of hydro, natural gas, oil and coal, 
according to the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

The IMF estimates made available here 
place the South Asian country's hydropower 
potential at 30,000 mw, of which only 3,000 
mw has been developed with another 2,000 
mw at an advanced stage of implementation. 

Coal and lignite deposits are estimated at 
900 million tonnes, though only 175 million 


tonnes can be placed in the proven category. 
Despite the 1 18 million barrets of proven oil 
reserves and IS trillion cu. ft in natural gas 
deposits, the rate of exploitation is said to be 
"very low." 

But even at the present rate of exploitation, 
warns the IMF report, the available proven 
reserves of crude and natural gas, unless aug- 
mented, will have run out in 19% and 2030 

respectively. 

In order to meet domestic demand, Pakis- 
tan has been importing increasing amounts of 


crude and petroleum products, apart from 
some quanuties of coal. 

Total imports of coal and petroleum 
products reached 7.9 million tonnes in 1988- 
89. up from 7.6 million tonnes in 1987-88. 

The IMF report estimates that consump- 
tion of commercial energy has been growing 
by around eight per cent every’ year in the lasl 
decade, having reached 22 million tonnes in 
1987-88. The figure is said to be one of the 
highest in the group of low-economy coun- 
tries. 


Japanese traders see oil prices falling 


TOKYO, June 20, (Reuter): Japanese oil traders 
and industry officials expect oil prices to continue 
their slide until producers find a way to reduce 
oversupply. 

“I hadn't thought prices would have fallen this 
far." a senior oil trader at a Japanese oil firm said. 

“The market has been looking for a chance to 
rebound, but any rebound is unfikdy unless supply 


and demand are balanced.” he added. 

Far East quotes for widely traded Dubri crude 
oil for July delivery dropped to S 12.75/85 per bared 
on Tuesday, compared with around S15 in May. 

On the New York Mercantile Exchange, the 
price of West Texas Intermediate grade for July 
delivery ended at an 18-month low of SI 5.94 a 
barrel on Monday, down 68 cents from Friday. 


The sharp decline was attributed to technical 
factors as well as the fundamental problem of 
overproduction by the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opec), oil traders said. 

Opec agreed on May 2 to cut production to just 
over 22 mt) lion bands per day to defend failing oil 
prices, but overall Opec output is estimated at 23.2 
to 23.6 million barrels per day.

LONDON, June 20, (Reuter): 
The Western world is battling 
time and major policy disputes to 
devise a plan to rescue the Soviet 
economy before Mikhail Gorba 
chev's reformist plans collapse 
for lack of outside help and 
strident opposition at home. 

With less than three weeks 
before leaders of the seven big- 
gest industrial democracies meet 
in Texas for their annual summit, 
policy makers have so far been 
unable to agree on even the 
broad outlines of a comprehen- 
sive aid package. 

Their fears that the Soviet 
economy could collapse, weak- 
ening Gorbachev's grip on 
power and jeopardisinga new era 
of detente, have in the past few 
days injected a new sense of 
urgency into the West's discus- 
sions. 

But deep-seated differences 
are surfacing between the United 
States and Western Europe and 
the debate is f aether complicated 
not only by superpower politics 
but also by a fundamental ques- 
tion — Hill large-scale financial 
aid actually help Moscow? 

Some economists say a move 
to mobilise financial air now 
being discussed in some Western 
capitals could send the wrong 
signals to Moscow and instead of 
backing reform might in fact 
delay a sorely needed switch to a 
market economy. 

“The suggestion that foreign 
financial aid now is going to be 
useful seems to be misguided," 
.said Professor Richard Pbrtes. 
director of the Centre for Econ- 
omic Policy Research in London. 

“It might in fact be counter- 
productive in helping put off 
what some of the Soviet Union 
regard as the evil day of serious 
economic reform and structural 
change." 

European Economic Com- 
munity foreign ministers 
indicated yesterday that aid for 
the Soviet Uuion would be tack- 
led on the agenda of next week's 
EEC summit in Dublin while the 
issue is likely to dominate July 9- 
11 talks of major industrial 
nations in Houston. 

The most direct call for action 
has come from French President 
Francois Mitterrand, who, in a 
newspaper interview published 
today, signalled he wanted both 
summits to consider a large aid 
programme for Gorbachev. 

Mitterrand warned of grave 
international repercussions if the 
Soviet leader failed to bold the 
country together. 

“1 intend to ask the forthcom- 
ing summits in Dublin and Hous- 
ton to consider financial, com- 
mercial and technical aid for the 
USSR,” he told the daily news- 
paper Le Monde. 

Economists say leaders must 
first agree whether the Soviet 
Union qualifies for support by 
meeting the same conditions 
imposed on East European 
nations such as Poland and Hun- 
gary in their transition from cen- 
tral planning to free markets. 

Only then can they go on to 
debate the form that help should 
take. The crucial issue is whether 
it should be limtied to technical 
assistance or extended to direct 
financial aid. 


French trade 
balance widens 


PARIS, June 20, (Reuter): France's 
trade position deteriorated in May, 
the customs office said today, but 
French financial markets showed lit- 
tle reaction to a statistic which has 
become increasingly erratic. 

France recorded a seasonally 
adjusted trade deficit of 5.68 billion 
francs <Sl billion) in May, up from 
4 38 billion <7 SO million) in April. 


The provisional figures showed 
imports rising around 50 per cent 


faster than exports in May, mainly 
due to a higher energy bilL 

Exports continued to suffer the 
delayed effects of a long strike at 
British Aerospace, a member of the 
four-nation Airbus Industrie consor- 
tium based in Toulouse. 

Supplies of parts from British 
aerospace were disrupted during the 
strike, which ended in March, and 
Airbus was unable to maintain the 
supply of fully assembled planes 
which count towards the French 
export total. 

The customs office said Airbus 
sold three planes worth a total 950 
million francs (5170 miffionj in May 
against six planes worth 1.39 billion 
(250 million) in April. 

“The impact of the strike delayed 
the ddiwy of wings all winter, and 
we can expect another two or three 
months of bad figures," said one 
French government bond dealer, 
explaining that the markets were well 
aware of Otis negative factor.

CBK Monthly Monetary Review 


Measures to activate economic momentum 


SEVERAL monetary developments 
were witnessed in March 1990, m addi- 
tion to the CBK. adopted measures that 
had direct effect on local banks' 
activities. Some of these measures were 
related to rules and regulations for deb- 
tors to trade in their collateral assets at 
local banks, and rules and regulations 
for granting incentives to debtors. 

These measures were in implementa- 
tion of recommendations contained in 
the report of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee approved by theCoundlof Min- 
isters on Dec 5, 1989 regarding 
proposed measures for activating the 
economic momentum in the country 
and developing the effectiveness of the 
Difficult Credit Facilities Settlement 
Programme, according to CBK Mon- 
thly Monetary Review. 

The rules and regulations fordebtors 
to trade in their collateral assets at local 
banks contained a definition of tradea- 
ble collateral assets as assets of debtors 
who are subject to the Difficult Credit 
Facilities Settlement Programme and 
have authenticated their settlement 


agreements without any legal or 
judicial actions being taken against 
them. 

These rules and regulations also 
explain trading in these assets such as 


buying and selling them or exchanging 
them for other assets to increase the 


return on them or improve tbeir quality 
and reduce their risks. 

Furthermore, these regulations 
specify those who are entitled to man- 
age asset portfolios and how to manage 
them and evaluate their items, together 
with accounting procedures for trad- 
ing. They also contain regulations for 
trading in guarantors' assets. 

Thus the rules and regulations for 
debtors to trade in their collateral assets 
were set in such a way. as to preserve 
banks' rights, as creditors, to the 
collateral and to allow debtors to 
develop and promote their collateral* 
assets, a fact that would increase their 
cash flows and thereby expedite the 
settlement of their debts on the one 
hand, and increase the value of the 
assets and thus reduce the burden of the 


state’s bonk support on the other. 

However, the rules and regulations 
for granting incentives to debtors aim 
at urging these debtors to develop and 
promote their different activities and 
play _ their usual role in economic 
activity to their benefit and that of 
creditor banks and of the economic 
situation iu general. 

Moreover, the implementation of 
recommendations relating to the 
development of an incentive system for 
debloraof the Difficult Credit Facilities 
Settlement Programme wifi contribute 
to increasing the effectiveness of 
procedures resulting from implement- 
ing the recommendation allowing deb- 
tore to trade in their collateral assets. 

These regulations define the incen- 
tive and the method of its calculation 
and paying out to them. They also 
define debtors entitled to receive incen- 
tives, distinguishing between debtors of 
natural persons and individual establi- 
shments or companies. They also con- 
tain regulations for guarantors' incen- 
tives. 


As for major monecaiy and banking 
developments, the total aggregate 
balance sheet of local banks reached 
KIM 2, 172 million at the end of March 
1990, recording a slight decline of 
KD 105 million (0.8 per cent) below its 
level in the previous month, y et exceed- 
ing its level in the corresponding month 
in the previous year by KD847 million 
(7.5 per cent). This slight decline is 
mainly due to the decrease in the balan- 
ces of both local assets and liabilities. 

Analysing the monthly changes in 
the balances of detailed items of these 
banks' aggregate balance sheet, it can 
be concluded that there is activity direc- 
ted to local operations (59 per cent), 
exceeding that directed to foreign 
operations (4 1 per cent). 

Among major developments in the 
items of local banks' balance sheet that 
can be indicated are the following:

railroad from Baghdad to the city of

Japan, Switzerland, US seen as most competitive nations 


GENEVA June 20. (Reuter): Japan. Swit- 
zerland and the United States are the most 
competitive industrialised countries on world 
markets, according to a study released today. 

Among industrialising countries, Singapore, 
Taiwan, Hong Kong and South Korea were 
rated the most competitive in an annual report 
by the Lansanne-based International Institute 
for Management Development and Geneva’s 
World Economic Forum. 

Using 326 criteria such as labour costs and 
more nebulous factors like the soda-political 
climate, the paper tries to determine which 
countries enable businessmen to make and sell 


the most attractive goods and services. 

Terms of trade, industrial efficiency, econ- 
omic growth, government involvement and 
education are among other aspects. 


West Germany, benefiting from new mark- 
ets opening up in Eastern Europe, moved up 
one step to replace Canada in fourth. place 
among the developed countries. . 

Among the industrialising countries. Jilted., 
separately because of difficulties of getttmg 
comparable statistics, Taiwan replaced Hong 
Kong in second place. Hong Kong's image 
suffered from China’s crushing of the pro- 


democracy movement last year and a mini , 
crash in its stock market. 

Businessmen who were surveyed considered 
Demark, Spain, Belgium, Italy and the United 
States to be slow in adapting their legislation to 
improve competitiveness, while West Germany 
and the Netherlands were seen as adap ting 
quickly. -•••-■-• 


The survey ranked Hungary for the first time, . 
— - the first East European country to be con- 
sidered — but it was placed last among the 23 
developed countries studied, behind Turkey 
and Greece.

Western donors pledge aid to'lndia 


PARIS, June 20, (Reuter): Western aid donors 
pledged to give India up to $6.5 billion in aid for the 
1990-1991 fiscal year, India's Finance Secretary, 
Biraal Jalan, said today. 

He told reporters after a two-day donors meeting 
here chaired by the World Bank that he was satisfied 
with the amount despite the fact it showed little 
increase from the previous year. 

“We are quite satisfied. We’re aware of the budget 
constraints in some of the donor countries and we 
didn’t expect more,” Jalan said. 

He said Italy, one of the 13 donors, would 
announce its contribution later in the year, which 
would bring the total amount close to last year's $6.7 
billion. 

Jalan said France, the Netherlands, West Ger- 
many and Japan pledged higher amounts than in 


past Years, but did not give exact figures. 

Of the total commitments, between $2.75 and 
three billion will come from the International 
Development Association (IDA), the World Bank’s 
soft-loan affiliate, he said. 


The 13 countries and other donors welcomed a 
drop in the number of Indians living below the 
poverty line. 


“The smooth transition made after the recent 
elections, the continuity of development policies 
and programmes and commitment to pruden i econ- 
omic management were praised by members of the 
consortium,” the donors said in a statement. 

Jalan said 29.2 per cent of the population now 
fives below the poverty line, compared with 48.3 per 
cent in 1977-1978. 


Steep drop in profits 


Japanese banks pulling back from US 


TOKYO, June 20, (DPI): US banks, which have 
watched the Japanese gobble up a quarter of bank- 
ing assets in California and more than a tenth of 
banking business nation-wide since the mid-1980s, 
may be in for some much-needed relief. 

A steep drop in Japanese bank profits last year 
means many banks will have no choice but to trim 
their activities in the United States, analysts said. 

The release this month oF pretax profit figures for 
major Japanese banks for fiscal 1989, from April 
1989 throughMarch 1990, showed a 20 percent sfide 
from a year earlier. 

That poor performance, combined with a press- 
ing need to raise new capital, means that ‘Japanese 
banks will cut their overseas growth from 20 to 25 
per cent a year to 10 to 15 per cent,' predicted 
Yoshihiko Miyabe, deputy chief of international 
planning at Yasuda Trust Bank. 

“They’ll have to prune overseas activities,*' con- 
curred banking analyst David Threadgold of 
county Narwest Securities Japan. 

Profits are down because Japanese banks relied 


too much on stock market gains and loo little on 


actual banking business, Threadgold said. 

Their lending margins, the difference between the 


cost of raising funds and the rate they charge for 
them, are razor thin at 0.75 to 0.90 percentage 
points, Threadgold said. 

US and European banks operate on margins 
three to four times greater, he said. 

The desire to expand market share and to main- 
tain relations with long-term customers has preven- 
ted Japanese banks from raising their margins in line 
with Western standards. 

Indeed, margins are shrinking because Japanese 
banks roust pay market-linked rates of 5 percent as 
money-market certificates have come within lhe 
purchasing power of most savers. 

Low-interest deposits provided cheap funds to 
Japanese banks, giving them a competitive edge — 
but no more. 

“That leaves them equity junkies.” Threadgold 
said. “They can’t expand their business from 
retained earnings.” 


Trade talks 
could snag 


TOKYO, June 20, (AP* Japan 
appears likely to follow through on 
promises made in trade talks with the 
United States, but conflicts over 
boosting public investment could 
delay a final agreement, officials say. 

The two nations are drafting a 
final report on their year-long efforts 
— dubbed the structural 
impediments initiative — to recon- 
cile business practictesand policies in 
both countries that inhibit trade «n d 
investment 

Japanese officials have released 
and leaked to local media a flurry of 
proposals ahead of the resumption of 
talks, set for June 25 in Tokyo. 
Washington also is drafting 
measures to deal with structural 
economic problems in the United 
States, such as its federal budget 
deficit. 

US officials say Japan’s efforts to 
improve enforcement of anri-mos- 
opoly laws and to expedite customs 
clearance are encouraging, but they 
say disagreements over increasing 
publ ic investment were “not 
encouraging.*' 

During recent talks in Hawaii. 
officials made little progress on draf- 
ting a final SI! report. The two 
nations hope to have the report in 
band before leaders of seven major 
industrial nations meet July 9 for an 
economic summit in Houston. 

In April, Japan agreed to open its 
retailing system, increase spending 
on public works projects, strengthen 
anti-trust legislation and loosen res- 
trictions on foreign investment. The 


United States pledged to cut the bud- 
get deficit and encourage more sav- 


ings and investment. 

In response to complaints that it 
has so far done little to penalize 
Japanese business groups that close 
thar markets to outsiders through 
unfair practices such as price-fixing 
and bid-nggiug, Japan’s fair trade 
commission has moved to beef up 
enforcement of anti-monopoly laws. 


NRIs may be allowed gold jewellery imports 


NEW DELHI. June 20: The Finance Mini- 
ster, Prof Madhu Dandavate. has indicated 
that the government might allow import of 
gold jewellery by non- resident Indians 
(NRIs) within a ceiling and on payment of 
import duty for curbing generation of black 
money through smuggling, reports Economic 
Times. 

Prof Dandvale, who was speaking at a 
meeting of the Forum of Financial Writers 
recently, said under the proposal free sale of 
imported jewellery should be allowed to 
tackle the excessive demand for gold in the 
country. 

The finance minister, in his speech and in 
the question-answer session later, covered a 
whole gamut of questions including the loon 
waiver scheme, budgetary deficit, balance-of- 
payments situation, rise in prices and matters 
connected with guaranteeing right to work as 
a fundamental right. 


Prof Dandavate said the demand for gold 
in the country was 200 tonnes as against a 
production of mere two tonnesand recyling of 
50 tonnes of old jewellery into new 
ornaments. 

It isin this context that a committee, headed 
by Dr C. Rangarajan, deputy governor of 
RBI, bad called for a review of the ceiling on 
aggregate value of gold jewellery that could be 
brought into India free of duly under the 
t ran sf er-of- residence rales. 

The finance minister said following the 
abolition of gold control Act, anti-smuggling 
operations would be intensified to curb the 
inflow of smuggled gold. 

Prof Dandavate described as “unprag- 
matic” dernonetisatioiras a means of curbing 
black money, demonetisation would not 
make a dent unless notes of Rs 100 and Rs 10 
denomination were withdrawn from circula- 
tion and this was not practical. 


Further, he said, bearer bonds, which had 
in the past been issued to tackle the malady of 
black money, had degenerated into alternate 
currency in the hands of black money 
operators and the voluntary disclosure 
scheme too had failed. 


ProT Dandavate also spoke out against the 
levy of agricultural income lax, saying that 
the income of fanners was not stable and 
depended upon the vagaries of the monsoons, 
even rich farmers had to opt for programmes 
like food-for-work. 


The government was. therefore, consider- 
ing schemes m which the accumulated black 
money could be used in some development 
activity, like housing for low income groups

Bonn to provide start-up aid 


Currency union could cost 2m E. 


BONN, June 20, (Reuter): Nearly two million jobs 
co did be lost in East Germany after the currency and 
economic union between the two Germanys takes 
effect on July l. West German Economics Minister 
Helmut Haussmann said on Tuesday. 

But he said job losses would be a short-term 
phenomenon, as many workers would be quickly 
retrained to do other work. 

Haussman told journalists that his government 
aimed to limit unemployment to a maximum of 10 
per cent of the combined workforce in the two 
countries of around 37 million 
“Our goal would be that when the decision for 
German unity is made and we are thinking in all- 
German terms, total employment in Germany, on 
both' German slates ... should not be allowed to 
exceed the 10 percent level,” he said . 

Seven per cent of West Germany’s workforce, or 
L8 million people, were unemployed in May; so 
Haussman’ s figures implied East German job losses 


of nearly twb.miliion. 

But he said: “This does not mean that 3 .8 million 
in East Germany will be unemployed, but that 
numbers of people on this scale will be involved id 
retraining and g ratificati on measures.*'

Impressive 

holography 

exhibition

BUDAPEST, (Reuter): A 

crocodile jaw appears in thin air. 
A golden crown hovers weight- 
less in a perspex tube. A ghostly 
microscope seems to magnify a 
second insubstantial image. 

The items appear in a new 
exhibition marking the 90th 
anniversary of the birth of Hun- 
garian Denes Gabor, who dis- 
covered how to createsuch three- 
dimensional images in space — 
“holograms” — with reflected 
laser beams. 

Gabor, who Anglicised his 
name to Dennis Gabor after 
moving to London and taking 
British citizenship, won the 
Nobel Prize for physics in 1971 
for his work on the interference 
of light waves, of holography 
was a spin-ofT. He died in 1979. 

The exhibition in Hungary ’s 
National Museum was organ- 
ised by his friend Pal Greguss, 
who invented a related technique 
of acoustical holography in 1964. 

“It is pari of a celebration,” 
said Greguss, 69. a distinguished 
scientist who organised a recent 
conference on holography atlen- 
ted by 20 colleagues from all over 
the world in the Hungarian 
capital. 

Holograms are made, says 
Greguss, by a process which 
traps on a photographic plate the 
pattern of light waves given off 
by an object. When a laser beam 
is then trained on the plate, the 
image may float in space in front 
of the plate or give the 
appearance of depth behind the 
plate. 

The exhibition entitled 
“Holograms From the Four 
Corners OfThe Earth,” includes 
more than 100 optical holograms 
ranging from an image of a 
Japanese doll you could swear 
was set deep into the museum 
wall to tiny embJems used as anti- 
forgery devices on credit card as 
well as boxers and ballet-dancers 
who spar or pirouette as you 
walk past them. 

Visitors can put an eye to a 
microscope appearing to 
protrude a fool (30 cm) into a 
room and see a magnified version 
of another image nearer the wall. 
And there are portraits of faces 
so life-like they almost seem to 
breathe. 

“You can kiss her,” joked a 
museum official, referring to a 
large hologram depicting the 
smiling face of a young blonde 
woman. 

Three items are by Greguss, 
including one of the ancient holy 
crown of Hungary which is 
unusual in that visitors can walk 
all the way round the image and 
plunge their hands into it from 
above. 

"I didn’t know whether to 
believe my eyes or my hands,” 
one of the many visitors wrote in 
a book displayed for comments.

And for his role of LT Mike 
Brennan in the bizarrely titled Q & A, Nolte 
and co-siar Timothy Hutton spent several 
weeks going out on calls with police officers 
from Manhattan’s 34th Precinct — one of the 
busiest in the city seeing everything from 
domestic disputes to homicides. 

“My character Mike Brennan is a pretty 
rough character a powder keg” says Nolle. 
His prejudice...andhis madness. ..come from 
self-loathing and self-disgust. The hard part 
about playing a character like this is having to 
live with the hate and the fear. You have todig 
deep and search your own soul in areas you 
wouldn't ordinarily have to deal with.”

ONE of the world's most tragic, eccen- 
tric and fabulously wealthy dynasties 
has a new face in the spotlight. 

He is 15-year-old Paul Balthazar 
Getty and already there are signs he 
could become as ruthlessly successful 
as his. iate great-grandfather, super- 
rich Jean Paul. 

When he died in June 1976 aged 84, 
miserly, reclusive Jean Paul — the 
most celebrated Getty of them all. — 
was reckoned to be worth four billion 
dollars, a fortune that had sprung 
from hundreds of millions of gallons of 
oil. 

And the signs are that more than a 
little of it courses through the veins of 
Paul Balthazar, a young actor who has 
boosted his earnings from appearing 
in the new film of Lord of the Flies by 
selling gullible younger members of 
the cast such things as conch shells for 
$70 each when they were worth a mere 
five dollars. 

He has bragged of his achievement. 
"We ripped otTtbe little kids*" he said. 
They thought it was the best deal of the 
century. 

* Best deals have always been Getty 

f oals but, although successive mem- 
ers of the family have been showered 
profusely with millions of dollars, all 
generations have been stalked by con- 
flict and disaster. 

The first significant Getty conflict 
dates from 1913 when21 year-old Jean 
Paul joined father George Franklin 
Getty's Oklahoma oil company. Years 
later, he maintained: "Anyone who 
think this was nepotism can forget it” 
"My father insisted 1 should prove 
my business acumen before I was given 
responsibility.’* 

inevitably there were disagreements 
between the cautious George Franklin 
and his hot-tempered* impulsive son. 
George had struck rich with oil in the 
obscure village of Bartsville, even- 
tually the hub of Oklahoma. 

Jean Paul had wanted to develop a 
seemingly unpromising area of "red 
dirt" farmland where he was convin- 
ced there was oil. George refused to let 
him and was infuriated when his son 
went ahead anyway, buying share in 
the lease on the land. 

Within months, it gushed oil. Jean 
Paul sold out, taking SI 1*850 as his 
chare of the profits. George Franklin* 
a bad loser* bad to relent and put his . 
son on the board of his company, 
shrugging: "Luck {days a big part in 
business.” 

There was to be more luck.... World 
War One broke out. It was fought by 
mechanised transport, both on the 
ground and in the air. The price of oil 
pushed as high as the Gettytvdls. •■ I **'*** '

Jean Paul knew that, for the com- 
pany to become a true contender for 
world class, he had to have a Middle 
East stake. He fixed his sights on a 
small area the giants ignore, the so- 
called Neutral Zone. 

It was a wedge-shaped 2,200 square 
miles of desert, bounded on the north 
by the kingdom of Kuwait* on the east 
by the Arabian Gulf and on the south 
by the kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 

After four years Jean Paul made a 
gargantuan .strike, doubling his per- 
sonal wealth amithe value of the com- w 
^any shares. '" 1 , • - 1 3 

' He also managed* in his time, to fit in 
five marriages and claim in an 
uncharacteristic flush of candour in 
old age to faavehad 100 mistresses. But 


few of his relationships brought him 
any happiness. 

Family bitterness erupted when he 
eloped to Ventura, California, with 18- 
year-old schoolgirl Jeanette DemonL 
Within months of the marriage, Getty 
was escorting other women to Los 
Angeles nightspots. 

The marriage was disastrous and 
short-lived. None of his succeeding 
wives cared for his roving eye — in a 
New York nightclub, for example, it 
had alighted on another 18-year-old. a 
singer named Louise Dudley "Teddy" 
Lynch who became wife no. 5. 
a-* ,J^ I946, it . looked as though Lean 
" Paul might at last be granted some 
happiness. His son by “Teddy”, 
Tnnotfay Ware, was bora prematurely 
in California. 

For once tearing himself away from 


business in Tulsa. Getty rushed to Los 
Angeles only to be told" by the doctors 
that the child was frail and anaemic 
with a developing brain tumour. 

Throughout his brief life. Timothy 
only knew his father as a voice over the 
trans-Atlantic telephone. After what 
should have been a minor operation, 
the boy — completely Wind — died at 
the age of 1 1 in a New Y ork hospital. 

Jean Paul, if he felt emotion, was 
incapable of expressing it. In his diary 
he wrote simply: "Funeral bill for dar- 
ling Timothy." 

In the following years, the old man 
pinned all his faith and hope in George 
Franklin Getty II. his son by Jeanette 
DemonL Here seemed to be a Getty in 
an acceptable mould: a pillar of sober, 
dark-suited respectability as President 
of the Tidewater Oil Company, one of 
Jean Paul's acquisitions. The truth was 
rather different — George Franklin 
was a violent alcoholic. 

In June 1 973. the elder Getty took a 
cal! in London from one of his Los 
Angeles aides. George Franklin, his 
father teamed, had collapsed during a 
late-night barbecue at his Bel Air man- 
sion. Death was from an overdose of 
alcohol and barbiturates. 

Even now. what seemed to be a curse 
on the Genys was by no means lifted. 
Jean Paul Getty Jnr. (known as 
Eugene), son of the senior Jean Paul's 
marriage to Hollywood actress Ann 
Rork (bis fourth), had lost little time in 
turning his back on the oil business and 
hilling the hippie trail, eventually hol- 
ing up in a Moorish castle in Marrak- 
esh. experimenting with drugs and 
entertaining the Rolling Stones. A 
similar lifestyle was led by Eugene's 
beautiful, red-headed Dutch actress 
wifeTatitha Pol. 

Wild parties were held in a Rome 
apartment with a living — room con- 
taining a riant birdcage, two elephant 
chairs and a shrine to Buddha. Eugene 
found his wife lying unconscious 
beside hhn in bed when he woke one 
mid-day. An ambulance winding 
through the narrow streets of Rome 
rushed Talitha to the Villa de Rosario 
Clinic where heart massage failed to 
revive her from a heroin overdose. 

Eugene was not to be left alone. The 
next victim of the curse of the Getty 
was Eugene's son, Jean Paul 111, by his 
first wife Gail Harris. The youngest 
Jean Paul was seized by a Calabrian 
gang during the summer of 1973: they 
promptly demanded a ransom from 
the Gettys of one million dollars. 

There were accompanying threats 
of violence. On November 10, 1973, a 
package posted 20 days earlier in 
Naples and delayed in the mail was 
finally delivered to the offices of the 
Rome newspaper II Messaggero. It 
contained the “ 
ear. 

A reluctant Jean Paul Getty I was 
eventually persuaded to pay the ran- 
som money. But he made it a loan to 
Eugene, with a rumoured eight per

In 1977 plastic surgeons at Stanford 
University Medical Centre restored 
the ear, using cartilage cut from Jean 
Paul's ribs. But the psychological 
damage seemed beyond repair, exces- 
sive drinking contributed to a stroke 
that was to leave him blind and para- 
plegic. His marriage to a German girl. 
Giselle Marline Zacker — their actor 
son, Paul Balthazar, is the latest of the 
Gettys to grab the headlines — broke 
up. 

As for Eugene, his reaction was to 
become a recluse, locking himself 
away in a number of London houses, 
including his main base in fashionable 
Cheyne Walk off Kings Road, Chel- 
sea. An exception was to turn up at his 
father's funeral in 1976. wearing white 
sneakers and escorting Bianca Jagger. 

He startles the world from time to 
time by giving money away. A lot ofit. 
Gifts have varied from 50 million to 
Britain’s National Gallery to £20.000 
for families of British miners and 
£70,000 for Aids research. 

Family fury and bitterness surroun- 
ded Jean Paul I even in death. In 1974 
he had built the sumptuous Getty 
Museum as a repository for art 
treasures in Santa Monica. There were 
claims hat be had been too ill to be 
responsible for disposing of his 
money. 

As he lay dying of Parkinson's Dis- 
ease. Jean Paul I cut himself off from 
his family and his faithful companion 
was glamorous socialite Mrs Penelope 
Kitsoo, an old friend. She looked after 
Jean Paul at Sutton Place, his country 
estate near London. She was remem- 
bered generously in his will. Many of 
Getty's other girl friends, hopeful of 
being remembered, were disappoin- 
ted. 

As for the family, 226 squabbling 
heirs eventually agreed to share £600 
million after the taxman had taken one 
billion. 

Attorney William Newsome, a chil- 
dhood friend of Eugene, made the 
comment: “Honestly, when you look 
at what happened to the Gettys, it is 
hard not to conclude that the money 
had been like a curse to them.”

QUESTION: A few months ago, l went to the 
doctor because I was having headaches and felt 
dizzy. I also got tired and short of breath easily. She 
told' me that I had high blood pressure and pres- 
cribed some medication, which I've been taking 
every day just like she told me to. I feel much better 
now. but the doctor said I should keep taking the 
medicine anyway. Why? 

ANSWER: It can be hard to understand why you 
have to take medicine when you don't fed sick, but 
your doctor is right. Most people who need medica- 
tion to control their high blood pressure will have to 
take it indefinitely. Your symptoms are not a relia- 
ble guide to your blood pressure.

A stroke can 
cause various degrees of paralysis. The kidneys also 
can suffer, because their tiny arteries are damaged 
■ by high blood pressure. The kidneys can stop filter- 
ing out waste products from the blood, resulting in 
sickness and even death.

is stopped, the blood pressure usually goes back up. 

The key to successful blood pressure control is 
your co-operation as a patient You should take 
medications exactly the way they are prescribed. It is 
important to see your doctor at regular intervals so 
he or she can check your progress and adjust your 
treatment if necessary. You should also follow your 
doctor's recommendations about diet, exercise and 
lifestyle changes. Sticking with the treatment plan 
can add many healthy, happy, and comfortable 
years to your life. 

QUESTION: I have a problem that seems to be 
destroying my toenails, and I'm looking for a quick 
solution before they completely disintegrate. The 
nails are thick and dull, and there is a lot of iunk 
under them. Do you know what tins is and what I 
can do to stop it? 

ANSWER: It sounds like a type of onychomycosis 
(fungal infection of the nous) to me, sometimes 
called "tinea unguium” or "ringworm of the nails.” 
This can occur when certain Fungi called " dermato- 
phytes ," which only attack the dead tissues of skin, 
nails and hair, infect your toenails. The most com- 
mon type is usually of the Trichophyton family. It 
might also be a Candida infection or the result of 
psoriasis. You need to be certain as there are specific 
treatments available when the cause is clear, 
griseofulvin for trichophyton, for example. 
However, there is no quick fix. It will take time 
before the infection can be conquered and your new 
nail can grow out.

The “Path of Switzerland," to be 
opened formally next year, will run from 
the Ruetfi meadow, where men of the 
original Swiss cantons swore an oath to 
resist foreign oppression in'1291, to Brun- 
nen, where the oath was renewed in 1315 
after the Swiss beat the Austrians in battle. 

Each of Switzerland’s 26 cantons has 
been allotted a stretch of the path, to be 
marked with the giant boulders carved 
with cantonal emblems, and is paying its 
share of the 12 million Swiss franc $8.5 
million) cost. 

-The army engineer corps was chosen for 
the task because it could provide a large 
labour force at lowcost. 

Some thought that using only foreign 
workers, who make up most of the Swiss 
construction industry’s workforce, would

cheekbone look. 

The individual face should be divided into three 
main areas, says author Dr Li Tao. The first is the 
forehead. This shows the mental characteristics, the 
size and shape shows if the person is intellectual or 
creative. The middle zone — the area from the top of 
the eyebrows to the bottom of the nose — is linked 
with the feelings. The area from nose to chin shows 
the will and the roots of the personality. 

The low and protruding brow of Queen Victoria 
revealed a strong and stubborn nature and the 
prominent ridge above hereyebrows showed energy 
and dynamism. - 

Watch out fora forehead with lots of bulges. This 
indicates a dynamic person with a passionate and 
sometimes even violent temperament. 

And if you are seeking a lasting relationship think 
twice before becoming involved with a partner 
whose forehead is straight and perpendicular.

The widely-spaced eyebrows of gorgeous Audrey 
Hepburn show a warm nature and a happy tem- 
perament. This has been evident from her screen 
heyday in the Fifties and Sixties to her current work 
on behalf of Third World children with UNICEF. 

People with big eyes often have a combative, 
exuberant nature that can bum up energy. Their 
owner has a romantic, dreamy nature. 

Small eyes indicate a curious disposition and the 
owner could be an unfaithful lover because of the 
need for new experiences. 

The best way of finding out about the tem- 
perament and personality is to examine the nose. 
Long ones mean an ambitious character who is 
proud and sensitive. 

Small noses indicate someone prone to unpredic- 
table outbursts of anger. But the owners are also 
imaginative and talented, pleasure seekers who act 
on the spur of the moment. 

Aquiline noses belong to people who are normally 
unlucky in love but have a nervous, imaginative, 
intelligent and creative temperament. 

Like the eyes, the mouth can convey personality 
almost immediately. If you want a passionate and 
romantic lover, go for a partner with full fleshy tips.

Broad chins point to strong-willed and selfish 
types, while a narrow chin indicates a delicate, 
sensitive and hestitani nature. 

But if you want a real insight into personality, the 
key is to study the head. An over large head means 
stubbomess and inflexibility, while a small once 
suggests an alert mind and changeable mood. 

The shape of the teeth can say a lot. The perfect 
and regular teeth displayed by actress Tatum 
O'Neal shows refinement as well as a good dentist. 
Wide teeth show plenty of energy, small teeth a 
penetrating mind. A closed mouth when smiling like 
the Mona Lisa's suggests someone recalling 
pleasures or enjoying a private joke. 

If you have full and fleshy cheeks, you have a 
sensual and exuberant nature. If the cheeks are a 
triangular hollow, there is an envious nature and 
inner suffering. 

The hair is just as important as the face and 
anyone with thin hair should be refined and affec- 
tionate. Strong wavy hair shows an impulsive, and 
courageous temperament. It also indicates great 
kindness.

Seasonal blockbusters

THE first of the summer 
American blockbusters are 
beginning to arrive in Kuwait, 
and for the next twomoothsorso 
a regular supply of excellent films 
is assured. 

Those, who were disappointed 
by the disjointed antics of Back 
To The Future’s first sequel 
should be pleased with the latest 
(and purportedly last) segment 
of the time travel escapade. In 
Part III of the saga, Michael J. 
Fox as the perennially 18-year- 
old Marty McFly takes a beack 
seat to Doctor Emmett Brown 
Christopher Lloyd) who was 
accidentally zapped into 1885 in 
the cliff-hanger ending of Part II. 
When Marty goes looking for 
him, he meets his own great- 
grandfather (Fox again) while 
Brown encounters his first 
romance in the person of school- 
marm Mary Steenburgen. 

Doc's love interest is a nice 
addition to a storyline that was 
beginning to wear a bit thin with 
only the problems of the McFly 
family to deal with. While Doc 
tries to figure out a way to travel 
back (forward?) To 1985 and 
keep Steenburgen as well, Marty 
has to prevent his mentor's mur- 
der at the hands of ‘Mad Dog' 
Tannen, an ancestor of archen- 
emy Biff. Most of the childish 
time travel jokes from part II 
have been eliminated, although 
Marty does adopt ‘Clint East- 
wood' as his Western name. Part 
ill's jokes come mainly from 
Marty's use of modem tech- 
niques to take advantage of oth- 
erwise hopeless situations, and 
director Zemeckis’ tribute to the 
old West, Hollywood style. 

Anyone with a sense ofhistory 
will certainly appreciate Moun- 
tains Of The Moon, which 
follows the British explorer 
Richard Burton and John Hen- 
ning Speke in their seemingly 
insane trek across Africa in 
search of the source of the Nile. 
While the true details of their 
relationship makes something of 
an anticlimax, the main body of 
the film makes an excellent, old- 
fashioned jungle adventure. 

Burton (Patrick Bergin) is the 
genuine explorer, with many 
previous exploits and publica- 
tions behind him. who cannot 
resist the vast unexplored 
interior of Africa.

But Speke develops an 
obsession with the source of the 
Nile which comes to eclipse his 
partner’s more anthropological 
interest.

He did not elaborate on his 
allegation that fans commun- 
icated with walkie-talkies.

It was windy,” 33-year- 
old Navratilova said after her two victories. “Bui I'm playing pain-free 
and at my age it's a big bonus."

Cup teams 
figuring 
out their 
fortunes 

ROME. June 20, (Reuter): 
The fortunes of many World 
Cup ifsims now depend more 
on maths than marksman- 
ship. 

The system of winnowing 
16 second round teams from 
the original 24 starters is so 
complex that world cham- 
pions Argentina have to wait 
until tomorrow night to know 
both their next venue and 

their opponents. 

They think they will meet 
Brazil in T urin — but no-one 
can be completely sure yet. 

The method is simple 
enough at first sight. 

The top two teams from 
each of the six first round 
groups qualify for the second 
round. That makes 12 — and 
so far so good. 

Deciding the next four 
places is generating hours of 
seemingly endless permuta- 
tions. 

Under Fifa rules, the four 
best third-placed teams from 
the six groups go through. 
Priority goes to those with the 
most points so countries who 
have three are obviously bet- 
ter off then those with two. 

I lf this cannot separate the 
four best, then the calculation 
is based on the better goal 
difference. Following the old 
soccer logic, if you score more 
than you concede you have a 
better chance of winning. 

If sides have the same £oal 
difference, advantage is given 
to those who have scored the 
most. So a goal difference of 
4-2 is better than 3-1. 

If thisstill fails, thenlotsare 
drawn. 

After the fust two groups 
— B and D — had finished, 
Argentina and Colombia had 

both guaranteed their berth in 

the last 16 as two of the four 
best third-placed teams. 

Positive 

Both had three points and a 
positive goal difference — in 
each case 3-2. As no team fini- 
shing third in either Group A 
or Group F could possibly 
beat* this, their places were 
secure. 

That leaves two "best of the 
rest’ places up for grabs in the 
last four groups. To com- 
I plicate matters, even teams 
who lost their first two games 
are still in contention. 

Providing a team does not 
finish bottom of the group, 

I two points and a reasonable 
l goal difference could well be 

enough for qualification.
